REPORT 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it please Yorn Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
appointed under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th Years of your Majesty’s 
Reign, entitled, “An Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to your 
Majesty this our Fifth Report 

2. In the first Schedule hereto annexed, -will be found the dates of the 
several meetings of our body, held since the 1st of June, 1849, togetlier with 
the names of the members present thereat, respectively. It will be observed, on 
reference to such Schedule, that several meetings have been rendered ineffectual 
by the non-attendance of a sufficient number of Commissioners to fonn a 
Quorum under the Statute. This subject was brought under die notice of the 
Government in a letter written by the Chairman of the Board to his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, at the request of some of the Commissioners. 

3. The Account mentioned in our last Report as being before tiie Chief 
Remembrancer for examination and audit, together with one furnished to that 
Officer, ending 39nd February, 184.9, have been audited, as required by the 20th 
section of our Act. 

4. We annex to this our Report, in Schedule No. 2, a Copy of tlie Abstract 
of our Accounts, in the several Charities under our administration, from 22nd 
February, 1849, to 31st December, 1849, the details of which have been lodged 
with the Chief Remembrancer for examination and audit. The fourth paragi-aph 
of our last Report contains the reason for having brought down the account 
to the 22nd February, 1849. 

6. That portion of our accounts, called our “Private Account,” as distinguished 
from our “ Charity Account,” consisting of grants from the Treasury for the 
ordinary expenses of the Board, and for payment of such costs as cannot be 
charged against any particular Charity Fund ; and the interest on a sum of 
^1,397 165. in per cent, stock, called the “ Embezzled Charity Recovery 
Fund,” referred to more particularly in former Reports, is subject to the in- 
spection of the Audit Office. We have since our last Report rendered to that 
Office Monthly Accounts as required by the Commissioners of Audit. That to 
the 22nd February, 1849, has been finally audited and declared, as appeam by 
a Certificate from the Commissioners, dated the 10th June last. A balance .of 
^74 6s. lOd on an account to the 1st instant, and the above-mentioned sum of 
^1,397 155., 3^ per cent, stock, are the only sums under our control not appro- 
priated, or belonging to any particular Charity Trust. 

6. We have been enabled, by receipt of funds in the Charity Causes men- 
tioned in Schedule P., annexed to our Costs Report, dated 2nd July, 1847, to 
pay a sum of ^SlOl lOs., in repayment of the advances made by the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, in discharge of costs due by the 
late Board, and we expect to be able to make further payments from similai' 
sources, in discharge of said advances. ^ 
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7 The total amount of the trast funds now under our care^ and “nt™] 
cash and Tested in Government and other seounties, is set forth in the 8rd, 4th, 
Soti Schedules annexed to this Report; particnlms of which, together 
with the objects of each trust fund will he found in Schedule No. 6 , also annexed. 

8 The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardianship, spcci- 
Mn'g the particular amount of each, with die names of tlie testator or donor by 
whom created, the source from whence each is derived, and the object of each 
trust, is given in Schedule No. 7, to this Report annexed ; and m Schedule 
No 8 wiU he found a Return of Charity Funds standing to tlie credit of causes or 
matters in the Courts of Chancery and Exchequer, in which the title oi the 
Charity has been established by decyee or order. 



9, Independently of the sums duly lodged to our account since our last 
Pceport in' respect of rents, animities, and dividends, we have tq state that the 
due administration of Charitable Trusts has been, in some instances, enforced 
by our interference, and funds have been locally paid to recipients of Chontable 
Bequests without tlie necessity of legal proceedings. 



10, We have to report tliat, under the 15th section of our Act of Incorpora- 
tion an endowment of land lias been made to us hy Lord Stanley, as a site 
for the erection of a Rom^n Catholic Chapel and smtable offices, upon his 
Lordship's estate in the County of Limerick, 

11, We regret to say that the defdoatious of Mr, E, W, Mathews, the late 
Accountant of this Board (stated in our last Repprt as amounting to about £800), 
■have on further investigation, been ascertained to amount to tlie sum of 
£1,044 8s. 3d. The additional sums found to have been embezzled were 
received by the late Accountant under' oironmstances similar to those mentioned 
in our Report to his ExceUenoy the Lord Lieutenant, dated 17th April, 1849, 
and refen-ed to ' in our 'Fourth Report. Her Majesty’s Government have, at our 
suggestion, instituted a criminal prosecution ; and bills of indictment have been 
found against Mr. E. W, Mathews, hut he has not.as yet been made amenable. 
We cannot refrain from observing that the delay which has arisen m the 
examination and audit of our accounts, as adverted to in former Reports, gave 
much facility for the perpetration of these frauds. 

13. All which we suhnait as our Report to Your Most Excellent Majesty, and 
in testimony therepf have caused our porporate seal to he hereunto affixed 
the lath day of July, I860.
